receptacle member. However, the '210 device further requires a separate ring member 
to secure a flexible sheet member over on end of the tubular member bore. As such, 
Solazzi '210 fails to teach an arrangement by which a sealed receptacle compartment can 
be created by inserting the receptacle member into the tubular member, as positively 
recited in new Claim 21. Moreover, with particular reference to Claim 23, although 
Solazzi '210 does teach the use of an interlocking circumferential bead and recess, it 
does not disclose an annular collar on the receptacle member which engages a 
circumferential edge of tubular member when interlocking has been achieved.
